of Five Powers to 
Convene in London 


Will DisctiM 
Establish- 


ment of International 


Peace Force' 


London, Dec. 29.—(AP)—Diplo. 


matic quarters said today they ex- 
pected that a five-power meeting 
of military leaders would take 
place in January to discuss estab- 
lishment of the international peace 
preservation force contemplated 
by the United Nations charter. 
• A British foreign office spokes- 
man neither confirmed nor denied 
reports that plans for a meeting: 
of the military chiefs of the Unit- 
ed States, Britain, Russia, France 
and China were under discussion 
through diplomatic channels on 
the initiative of the British gov- 
ernment. 


The spokesman, however, drew 


attention to provisions of the 
United Nations charter which au- 
thorize establishment of a mili- 
tary staff committee to work with 
the Security Council. 


The charter says this committee 


is to assist and advise the security 
council on all questions relating to 
military 
requirements for 
the 


maintenance of international peace 
and security, the employment and 
command of forces placed at the 
disposal of the United Nations and 
regulation of armaments and dis- 
armament. 


"This 
committee." said 
the 


spokesman, "will be constituted 
when the Security Council is es- 
tablished." 


It generally was assumed in au- 


thoritative quarters that this meet- 
ing would be held at the earliest 
possible moment after organiza- 
tion of the peace agency's Secur- 
ity Council by the United Nations 
General Assembly which will hold 
its first session in London Jan. 10. 


Gen. Eisenhower, Tj. S. chief of 


staff, may fly to London lor the 
meeting, it was reported. 
This 


would be the first meeting of mili- 
tary chiefs of all the five powers, 
since no such war-time meetings 
were held. 


However dispatches from Frank- 


furt and Washington today BJI- 
n-junced the appointjnei.t of .Lfc. 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, deputy 
supreme allied commander in the 
Mediterranean theater, as Gen. 
Eisenhower's representative on the 
military s staff committee of the 
United Nations. 


It was possible that this meant 


that Gen. Ridgway would attend in 
the place of Eisenhower.

The changeover was made sub- 


j'ect to the following exceptions 
and conditions: 


In the interest of expeditious 


demobilization and other exigen- 
cies of the naval service, such 
Coast Guard vessels, facilities and 
personnel a» the Treasury and 
Navy secretaries may agree upon 
shall continue to operate as part 
of the Navy for such time beyond 
January 1 as they determine. 


The Coast Guard will continue 


for such period as may be mutual- 
ly agreed upon the air-nea rescue 
functions and thf maintenance and 
operation of mid-ocean -weather 
stations and air-sea navigational 
aids under the direction of the 
Navy. 


In another executive order the 


president revoked an order of Feb- 
ruary 25. 1942. directing- the sec- 
retary of th* JNovy to talc« action 
necessary 'to protect vessels, ha*» 
bor«, ports and waterfront facili- 
ties against sabotage or other sub- 
versive acts. This is a peacetime 
Coast Guard function.

THEODORE DREISER

Theodore Dreiser, one of Amenca's 
leading modern novelists, is dead.

claimed the 74-year-old writer, an 
outstanding realist who came in 
with the present century and rose 
to literary eminence through criti- 
cal derision after abandoning a 
newspaper 
career, w h i c h he 


claimed was "too brutal." 


Physicians 
said 
the 
writer, 


whose novel, "An American Trag- 
edy." published 20 years ago, was 
one of his greatest literary works, 
appeared to rally after the first 
attack early yesterday, but suc- 
cumbed to the second, 15 hours 
later. 


At his bedside was his second 


wife, Helen. His first wife, the 
former Sarah Osborne White of 
St. Louis, died in 1942 at the age 
of 63. There were no children. 


Born at Terre Haute, Ind., in 


1871. the son .of a German couple, 
John and Sarah Dreiser, Theodore 
began early to brood over the 
"brutalities" of everyday 
life—a 


despair that 
soon 
etched 
itself 


firmly in his writings, which con- 
sistently ran to tragedies. 


Beginning in Chicago about 1890 


a journalistic* career he once said 
he hoped would "crystalize my 
vague dreamings and imaginings," 
he worked 
bn newspapers and 


magazines in St. Louis and New 
York before he wrote "Sister Car- 
rie," a tragedy of a village maiden. 
Suppressed by publishers at first, 
it later became one of his greatest 
works. 


Later he turned out dozens of 


volumes of stones, long and short; 
plays and essays. Reflecting his 
obsession with the "brittle cruelty" 
of life, many were met by a public 
chorus of adverse criticism. 


Others of his works included 


"Jennie Gerhardt," "The Genius," 
"A Hoosier Holiday," "A 
Book 


About Myself." "Moods. Cadenced 
and Declaimed," "Dreiser Looks at 
Russia" and "A Gallery of Wom- 
en."

The contrast between our cur- 


rent 60 million tons and Britain's 
20 million may also result in mis- 
understanding, unless it is kept 
clearly in mind that a vast pro- 
portion of the American fleet con- 
sists of emergency vessels that, in 
world trade competition, would be 
almost as inefficient as those con- 
crete ships that were left over 
from World War I. 


There is a tendency lo think of 


rich America and poor England 
in terms of shipping. 
It is all 


right 
to think of poor Nojrway, 


which lost 50 per cent of its fleet, 
net; poor Greece, whose lift loss 
was 75 per cent; puor France, 
which lost two tons out of every 
three; poor 
Denmark and the 


Netherlands, which also sustained 
net shipping losses of 50 per cent. 
But in this respect England re- 
quires no pity. 


Today England is building- ships 


faster than wo are. 
Her postwar 


merchant fleet soon will be at pre- 
war level. 


Our plan is to retain only 20 


million tons, oven on war insur- 
ance reserve basis, and to disman- 
tle or sell the remainder. 


American ship lines are not ask-

No good art is political art. I 


venture to say politics corrupts 
art. The very nature of u dominant 
propaganda purpose prevents po- 
litical art from being good 
art. 


In every canvas, play, book or 
sculpture, conceived for 
political 


purposes, the political motif in- 
evitably leads the 
artist 
away 


from superior craftsmanship and 
true 
artistic 
conceptions. 
His 


message rules his 
presentation. 


Books like "Uncle Tom's Cabin" 
may cany exciting1 war messages 
and have great propaganda effect, 
but in this case as all instances 
present In my mind, they repre- 
sent such inferior artistic quality 
as to be fit only for burlesque in 
retrospect. Politicians, for 
their 


purposes, may make books, plays 
or painting's temporarily famous 
hy promotion—with" the view of 
influencing political judgment of 
the people for their purposes —but 
art must come from the soul of 
man where inspiration is rooted 
deeper than the shallow politics of 
any day, whatever It is. 


This is why the Russians have 


produced 
no 
great art In my 


opinion. Their jiidment ir. all lines 
is dominated by political consid- 
erations. Freedom 
of expression 


is impossible 
to newspapermen, 


citizens or artists. 


In our own country, the pre- 


vailing art 
leaders continue to 


estimate contemporary and past 
art on its political message. Critics 
of the great newspapers and mag- 
azines have bitten more than the 
average citi7.cn on the bitter po- 
litical roots of this era, ulitl judge 
accordingly. Sales distributor cen- 
ters cater to these political whims, 
and thus the 
whole 
dominant 


group in art has led the people 
and the country into its own false 
values. This is as stupid a situa- 
tion as when the Louies of France 
and similar artistic tyrants de- 
nied prominence to Millet, Renoir 
and other greatest artists of all 
time, denying their works tho pres- 
tige of the host salons. The next 
generation w i l l denounce our own 
present 
day 
art 
faddists 
as 


throughly as we denounce past 
falseness and corruption.

great American artists, and yet in 
my time there has never been a

The Regular Army must 
be 


(comprised largely of a strategic 
force, heavy In air power, partial- 
ly deployed in the Pacinc and the 
Caribbean ready to protect the 
Nation against a sudden hostile 
thrust and immediately available 
for emergency action wherever 
lequired. It is obvious that an- 
other war would start with a 
lightning attack to take us un- 
aware. The pace of the attack 
iwould be at supersonic speeds of 
Irocket weapons closely followed 
by a striking force which would 
seek to exploit the initial and 
critical advantage. We must be 
sufficiently prepared against such 
a threat to hold the enemy at a 
distance until we can rapidly 
mobilize our strength. The Reg- 
,ular Army, and the National 
Guard, must be prepared to meet 
such a crisis. 


Another mission of the Regular 


Army is to provide the security 
garrisons for the outlying bases. 


The third mission of the perma- 


nent Army is to furnish the over- 
head, the higher 
headquarters 


which must keep the machine and 
the plans up to date for whatever 
national emergency we may face 
in the future. 


The fourth and probably the 


njost Important mission of th« 
Regular Army is to provide the 
knowledge, the expert personnel, 
and the installations for training 
the citizen-soldier upon whom, in 
my view, the future peace of the 
world largely depends. 


Importance of National Guard 
Of the citizen-Army, the Na- 


tional Guard is in the first cate- 
gory of importance. It must be 
healthy and strong, ready to take 
its place in the first line of defense 
in the first two weeks of an emer- 
gency, and not dependent upon a 
year or more of training before it 
can be conditioned to take the 
lield against a trained enemy. It 
is not feasible under the condi- 
tions of peace for the National 
Guard within itself to provide the 
basic, the fundamental training 
which is an imperative require- 
ment for its mission. Therefore, 
in my opinion, based on a long 
and intimate experience with the 
Guard trom 1907 until 1941, the 
essential requirement for such a 
system under modern conditions 
is Universal Military Training 
from which to draw the volun- 
teers for the ranks of the Guard. 


The second important compo- 


nent of the Citizen Army is the 
Organized Reserve through which 
full mobilization of the Nation's 
resources to war footing is accom- 
plished. At the start of the pres- 
ent war, the Reserve was almost 
entirely an officer corps, the regi- 
mental and divisional groups lack- 
ing a practical basis, for mobiliza- 
tion. 
The contribution of this 


component was therefore largely 
one of individuals, but of wide 
extent and great Importance. The 
depleted officer ranks of the Regu- 
lar Army were filled by the Re- 
serve, the countless new staffs and 
organizations were mainly com- 
posed of Reserve officers, the great 
training camps lor men inducted 
through the Selective Service 
System drew in the beginning on 
the oflicer strength of the Reserve 
Corps. 
The 
Oflicer Candidate 


schools from which our present 
Army acquired its vital small unit 
leadership were staffed by Re- 
serve officers. These officers were 
largely veterans of World War I 
and graduates of the ROTC. 


Lack of troops with which Re- 
serve officers could acquire practi- 
cal experience in command and 
staff work was the most critical 
limitation. There was no enlisted 
strength in the Reserve force. 
There was little connection and 


understanding between th« Of- 
icers' Reserve Corps and the Na- 
Jonal Guard—which had an en- 
listed strength—and the number 
of enlisted men in the Regular 
Army wa» so small that it was ira- 
3ossj£>le to qualify Reserve officers 
by training with Regulars. 
, 


SkUl Through Practice 
1 


Only by universal 
military 
training can full vigor and life be 
instilled into the Reserve system. 
It creates a pool of well-trained 
men and officers from which the 
National Guard and the Organized 
Reserve can drawn volunteers; it 
provides opportunities for 
the 


Guard and Reserve units to par- 
ticipate in corps and Army ma- 
neuvers, which are vital prepara- 
tions to success in military cam- 
paigns. 


Though ROTC graduates com- 
posed 12 percent of the war offi- 
cers, it* most important contribu- 
tion was the immediate availabil- 
ity of its product. Just what we 
could have done in the first phases 
of our mobilization and tiaining 
without these men I do not know. 
I do know that our plars would 
have had to be greatly curtailed 
and the cessation of hostilities on 
the European front would have 
been delayed accordingly 
We 


must enlarge and strengthen the 
system. 


An unbroken period of 1 year's 


training appears essential to the 
success of a sound security plan 
based on the concept of a citizen 
army. 


It is possible to train individual 


soldiers as replacements for vet- 
eran divisions and air groups as 
we now do in a comparatively! 
short period of time. The train-! 
ing of the unit itself cannot be ac-j 
complished at best in less than a: 
year; air units require even more 
time. The principle is identical 
to that of coaching a football 
team. A halfback can learn quick- 
ly how to run with the ball, but 
it takes time and much practice 
and long hours of team scrimmage 
before he is proficient at carrying 
the ball through an opposing 
team, utilizing the aid of the ten 
other men on the team. So it is 
with an army division or combat 
air group. Men learn to fire a rifle 
or machine gun quickly, but it 
takes long hours of scrimmage, 
which the army calls maneuver, 
before the firing of ths rifle is co- 
ordinated with the activities of! 
more than 14,030 other men on' 
the team.

of world peace is a burning issue 
in this England which so recently 
was at bloody grips with the nazi 
monster, and the debate has been 
given fresh impetus by the auspi- 


c KJUS Big Three parley in Moscow 
and the impending meeting of the 
United Nations organization 
as- 


sembly here. 


One of the most unusual ap- 


proaches to this subject I've en- 
countered comes trom Sir Richard 
Paget, distinguished British scien- 
tist, with whom 1 discussed the i 
matter. 
He holds that peace de- j 


pends pumarily on the solution 
of two problems, 
one 
economic 


and the other judicial, and on the 
economic side his ideas are a siz- 
zling challenge to "economists.' 


"The economic problem," he tola 


me, "is that of discovering the 
best 
"machinery" 
for 
enabling 


every nation to use and distribute 
their wealth producing powers— 
that is, tri«"ir power to produce 
goods and render services—to the 
utmost and to exchange their sur- 
plus wealth with other commun- 
ities which 
need 
them, 
without 


artificial restriction of any kind. 


» 
* 
^ 


"This will need many changes 


in the present economic system 
and can, I believe, only be arrived 
at by an intensive scientific re- 
search to be carried on by teams 
of the most intelligent economists, 
statisticians, 
psychologists, 
his- 


torians, legal experts, etc., working 
with the same 
freedom, 
team 


spirit and intensity as that which 
produced the atomic bomb. 


"At present it is not an exag- 


geration to say that nobody in 
the world knows how the prob- 
lem of the production and distri- 
bution of real wealth could be 
handled. 
Man's powers of pro- 


duction have completely outstrip- 
ped 
his 'orthodox' 
methods of 


handling the problems of exchange 
and distribution of real wealth by 
means of monetary tokens, etc. 
A 
better 
and 
more 
scientific 


method is urgently required. 


* * * 


"Thus it is obviously crazy 


that the world's best metal for 
fine craftsmanship—gold — should 
be laboriously extracted from the 
earth at great expense of man- 
power and then be reburied in the 
vaults of the national banks. Gold 
should of course be used for the 
development of a real 'golden age' 
by the world's finest craftsmen. 


"It is equally crazy that the 


great 
manufacturing 
n a t i o n s 


should be constantly striving to 
export more goods and servicts 
than they import, and that any 
sudden accretion of real wealth 
should be looked upon as a na- 
tional 
danger, 
to 
be 
guarded 


against by tariffs. 


"In this 
particular 
case the 


reason is clear. 
The increase of 


real wealth is not 
automatically 


accompanied by a 
corresponding 


increase in the tokens of 
real 


wealth, that is. money or credits, 
so as to enable the new wealth 
to be consumed by the community 
which has received it. Hence such 
tragic anomalies as the burning 
of 'surplus' wheat, the ploughing 
in of cotton, the throwing of 'mir- 


aculous draughts of fishes' back 
into the sea.

"So long as tariffs, currencies 


and monetary questions are dealt 
with as matters of international 
politics and rivalries there is lit- 
tle hope that a rational and scien- 
tific solution will be found, and 
the risk of future wars will con- 
tinue t o increase. 


"Intensive scientific research 


might find the proper solution m 
two or three years—instead of 
twenty or thirty, if ever." 


Sir Richard believes that the ju- 


dicial problem 
is of discovermg 


a method "that of selecting from 
among all the nations a panel of 
men or women of the greatest 
wisdom, courage, clarity and im- 


partiality, to form a world su- 
pi erne court to which all nations 
would be willing to submit their 
giavebt 
differences 
and 
accept 


without question the decision of 
the court." 


This world-panel, he said, should 


be made strictly on the merits and 
without any question of national 
representation.
